De Blowitz's Picture of Lord Lytte=* 
End. + 


Lonpon, Dec, 1.—The yersion® of the 
death of Lord Lytton given by the great De 
Blowitz, “our own correspondent in Paris’ 
of The London Times, is said to be the cor-

Their Report On the Beolle Charges Will 
Not Be Rendy fer Ten Duys, 


Quenec, Dec. 1.—It is expected the re- 
port of the Royal Commissien in connec- 
tion with Bate des Chaleurs Railway ¥ 
soandal will be laid before the Lieutensnt- 
Governor in-council on the 10th of De.

TORY MENDAOITY 

Our esteemed contemporary, the Peter 

borough Peview, misunderstoed our remark 

of a fon days ago to the effect that ‘the tariff 
was a tax ofa very burdensome character,’ 

The Review says:—'* Notice the beauties of 

the argument which presumes that a tix 

must necessarily be a burdewsome and un 
equal one, and that all that is required to 

rove that it is burdensome and unequal is to 
prove that it is a tax!” 

We dil not say that all taxes are burden- 
somo and unequal beoause they are taxes 
What we did say was that this form of tax- 
ation is both burdensome and unequal. 

Itis burdensome because for every $100, 
the consumer thus contribntes to the 
treasury he contribntes $2.00 more Sto 
the manufacturers of the country, That this 
is sois admitted by the Tories’ when they 
oppose reciprocity ia manufactured goods be- 
cause it would, they claim,rain the Canadian 
manufacturers, In fact is it the basic princi- 
ple of protection, which imposes a tax en 
imports in order that the home manufacturers 
may have the advantage of better prices 

when freed from outside competition, It is 
farther burdensome because it costs sucha 
large percentage of the eustoms revenue to 
collect it, 

This form of taxation is also unequal, for 
it compels the pior man to pay nearly as 
mach as the richman, A laboring mau with 
a wife and say four ehildren, and earning 
$400, will in this way contwibute to 
the treasury as much asa man with $1,500 
or $2,000 ayear, This is unequal and nofair, 
and a violation of one of the fundamental 
tenots of just taxation, which is that each eit- 
izen sheuld pay according te his financial 
ability. 

The Review further says, ‘that while the 
Liberal Government increased the taxes and 
increased the debt at the rate of $8,000,000 a 
year,the present government is not increasing 
the debt and has reduced the taxes.” Our 
contemporary will have to choose between 
the ebarge of dense ignoranze or wilfal mis- 
representation} when it utters such absurdi- 
ties asis above quoted, We appeal to the 
records of thy government at Ottawa. 

In 1874 when the Liberals assumed office 
the total taxation was $20,129,185, or $5.26 
per head. In 1878, when they went out of 
Office it was only $17,541,938, -or $4.37 per, 
head, a decrease of $2,2! 47, or .39 per 
head, In 1890 it was $31,587,072. or $6.09 
perhead. The amount raised in 1874 by 
customs duties was $14 325,192, or $3.74 per 
head. In 1878 it.was $1 ; or 3,13

IS COMPETITION A FAILURE? 


Alcading Economist Thinks it Often is, 
The cupposition that competition is the 
life of trade has, since the time of Adam 
Smith, been an axiom and a proverb. We 
have belived in the doctrine that compe- 
tition is the life of trade as implicitly p>r- 
haps as we have believedin any economic 
doctrine. In spite of this, every obser- 
ving man knows that competition has 
very often proved to be the deathof trade. 
In fact, one ths strongest forces chat has 
caused the organization of monopolies and 
trusts is the demonstration by competing 
firms tha: competition would end in dis- 
aster. The inability to withstand com— 
petition is what has caused combinations. 
Mr. Aldace F. Walker, who was fora 
long time one of the Inter-state Commerce 
Commissioners and 1s now the chairman 
ofths Western Traffic Association, has 
made a tohrough historical study of the 
rise, growth, and application of this doc- 
trine of“competition the life of trade,”and 
he shows in a thoughtful contribution to 
the December number of the Forum how 
competition is the death of trade as it is 
the life of trade. Heshowsus how the 
old doctrine that we have so long believed 
in has utterly broken down. He shows 
that by the development of modern com- 
mere competition can be nolonger trusted 
in all cases to bring er to maintain a 
healthful sort ofindustry. He concludes 
his study of this subject by expressing 
himself in favor of a regulated compe- 
tition. Mr. Walker’s historical treatment 
of the subject and the pertinent examples 
with which he fortifies his arguments, 
make one of the most orginal and in.por- 
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tant contr butions to economic science

IMPORTANT LEGAL LORE. 


JUDGE FRALION'S ADJOURNMENT 
OF COURT HELD TO BE WRONG, 
‘The Liberals of Bast Hastings Win a 

Viotory—Furthor Notije not Pormitted 


and the Adjournment Moat Irregu ar, 


With regard to the prohibition sought 
by the Liberals in East Hastings they 
have succeeded in getting an order in the 
Supreme Court to Judge tralick directing 
him to actYupon the Voter's list court as it 
was before him in Deseronto. Hence the 
adjournment made by the judge for the 
purposes of permitting new notices to be 
given were irregular and he willnow pro- 
ceed with the settlement of the matter as 
the case was beforehim at the day of the 
court, The full text of the judgment is 
this given in the Globe : 

Re SMITH AND Nk&WTON,—Judgment 
on motion by Rebert M. Smith, one of 
the voters on the preliminary Dominion 
voter’s' list for the Town of Deseronto, in 
the electoral district of East Hastings, for 
veohibition to the revising officer of East 

sias ings to restrain him from holding a 
court for the final revision of the list, pux- 
suant to an adjournment made by him on 
the 2nd October last. Public notice had 
been given of the holding of the court at 
Deseronto on the 2nd October, and the 
respondent upon this application, Dr. 
Newton, on the 17th September gave 
notice of objection to 176 voters whose 
names were on the preliminary list, by re 
g stered letter addressed to the 
officer. On the same day he posted 
notices of the objection to 141 of tks 146 
voters objected to, but did not register 
them. When the court sat at Deseronto, 
it was objected on jhe part of the appli- 
cant and others that the appeals against 
their names could not be heard, where- 
upon the revising officer held the objec- | 
tion good but adjourned the court for the 
month to enable new notices tobe given. 
The appl t contended that there was 
no jurisdiction to adjourn in that way, 
that only one notice could be given, that 
the notices to the 14I voters not haying 
been registeredand no notices having been | 
given to the other 2% the statute had not 
been complied with, and even ifthe no- 
tices came tothe voters it was after the 
fourteen days and the revising officer had 
no jurisdiction to hear the appeals or toad- 
tonrn them or dispose of them in anyway. 
It was contended on behalf of Dr. Newton, 
that upon the true construction of the 
statute 52 Wic., ch 9, sec. 4, the provision 
as to piving notice by registered letter to 
the voters objected to is merely directory 
and not imperative. Meredith, J., is of 
opinion that no one whose name is upon 
the original list or the supplementary list 
of names to be added can hive his right 
called in question by an objector unless a 
valid notice has been given to the revising 
officer and to himin tme and manner 
provit'ed for in the act ; but that this does 
not d’spose of the whole matter, for a valid 
notice was delivered to the applicant, who 
admitted having received it at the post- 
office, and the revising officer thought he 
received it in time; the act requires only 
that the notice shall be delivered, and no 
good reason could be suggested why 
delivery by a postoffice clerk should not be 
held sufficient ; the question was of fact 
for ihe determination of the revising 
officer,and if honestly determined not 
subject toa review in prohibition ; upon 
this branch of the case the application 
could not be granted; and the proper 
course was to award prohibition against 
proceedings upon the la er mailing of the 
notices, leaving the revising officer free to 
act upon the earlier delivery as he might 
determine. Order accordingly. No costa 
Aylesworth, Q C., forthe motion.

sors, though to call it the “King of 
tish Ballads,” as Chambers does, is to 
raise it toa dangerous eminence, which it 
would not be prudent even for the most 
atriotic native of the “kingdom” to claim 
‘or it, For our present purpose it is more 
to the point to observe its moilern character 
and sentiment. 

This cannot be batter shown than by an 
extract from the letter Lady Anne Barnard 
wrote in I843 to the author of *Waver- 
ley,” who had referred in the ‘Pirate’ 
to ‘Jeannie Gray,” the villiage heroine 
in Lady Anne Lindsay's beautiful bal- 
Ind: ‘Robin Gray.” Lady Anne, then an 
old lady, writes, ‘'so called from its be- 
ing the name of the old herdsman at Bal- 
carres, was born soon ufter tho close of tho 
year 1771, My sister Margaret had mar- 
ried, and accompanied her husband to Lon- 
don. Iwas melancholy, and endeavored 
to amuse myself by attempting. 

‘Sophy Johnstone used to sing it to us 
at Balcarres; | longed to hear old Sophy’s 
airto different words, and to give to its 
plaintive tone some little history of virtuous 
tlistresa in humble life, which might suit it. 
While attempting this in my closet, I 
called to my little sister, now Lady 
Hardwicke: ‘I have been writing 
ballad, my dear. I am oppressing my 
heroine with many misfortunes. I have 
already sent her Jamie to sea and broken 
her father’s arm, aad made her mother fall 
sick, and given her Auld Robin Gray fora 
lover; but I wish to load her with’n fifth 
sorrow in the four lings, poor thing! Help 
me to one I pray.’ -

Required to Kill the Wife-4arderer 
Loppy at Sing Sing. 

Sryo Sino, Dec, 8.—According to Ward- 
eu Brown the execution of Loppy at 12.08 
to-day was carried out the same as at the 
time of the killing of the four men in the 
same chair in July last; 1485 volts were 
used, the same as the July execution, and

This time the 
hot salt water dripped down on the face 
and hands of the body, scalding them in 
places. ‘The second and third time the cur- 
rent was on for about one-half the length of 
time and when it was turned off the body 
relaxed. When the electrodes were 
unbound the heat had burned the skin and 
it was puffed and blistered. ‘The body was 
lifted from the chair quite limp and carried 
into the adjoining room, where it was laid 
outon the table to await the surgeon's 
knives, 


The crime for which Loppy suffered death was 
the murder of his wife, ‘The couple Lved in two 
rooms on the top floor of a Chii:tie-street tene- 
ment iu New York. Mra. Loppy Was a tailoress 
and supported ber husband by her ¢arnologs. On 
the afternoon of July 4, 180, Robert Weir, a 
friend who had come to spend thy day with 
then, found Mra. Loppy lying stabbed to death 
on the floor and Loppy aitting complacently along- 
side of the corpse. 


THE GREAT EARTHQUAKE. 


Japanese Rivers Dammed by Landslides 
—Much Suffering Anticipated. 

Yoxouama, Dec. 8.—The news of the 
earthquake continues to come fn, Mr, 
Igachi, director of the Gifu Observatory, 
has been examining the district where the 
shock was the most severe, At this place 
wome years ago holes appeared in the 
ground, to which no bottoin could be found, 
and it was believed that they communi- 
cated with immense cavities from below. 
Mr, Igachi now believes the earthquake 
was caused by the Fifu Mountains slipping 
into these gaverns. In District Ono an im- 
inense landslide took place, damming the 
Mono River, A lake is now forming, which 
is already 50 feet deep. Another large lake 
is being formed inthe same way by the 
Ashiiba River at Nagoya. The earthquake 
was still going on Nov. 9, 730 shocks being 
felt in 20 preceding hours, or more than two 
4 minute, 

There is great want of shelter In the 
earthquake regions. There is sufficient 
food to prevent actual starvation, but over 
400,000 people are homeless with almost no 
clothing. Winter is rapidly approaching 
and the suffering will be great. A section 
of about 30 miles on the railroad from Tokio 
to Kijota is #0 much dainaged that it pro- 
bably will have to be entirely rebuilt and 
will not be open again until next June, A 
curious fact is that an anonymous writer 
sent a letter to the Cabinet two months 
ago announcing that a National calamity 
would take place on Oct, 28. ‘This was tha 
very day of the earthquake. The letter i 
preserved in the Government archives an 
undoubtedly is authentic,

AN INDIAN NEMESIS. 


James Sanderson’ ounded Vengeance 
for the Killing of his Wife and Child, 
Forr Sumaex, N.M., Dec. 8.—There has 

just died inthis place 4 man who for ten 

years waged a most merciless war on the 

Comanche Indians of this region, His 

career is over, but it was one of the most 

remarkable ever known outside of a dime 
novel. 

In 1862 James Sanderson and his wife 
and one child were crossing the country 
near the Arizona line with a wagon und 
outfit, A band of comanches came down 
upon them and killed the child and also 
the woman after horrible outrages. Sander- 
son was tied to a post and compelled to 
witness the fearful acenes, 

After this the Indians began a serious of 
tortures and his life was only saved by the 
timely arrival of a detachment of soldiers, 
who drove off the savages, but not until 
they had used fire to such an extent that 
the man’s face was seamed and scarred in a 
horrible manner, 

Sanderson said little about his terrible 
affliction, but returned te the fort with the 
soldiers and remained there until he had 
recovered his health. Then he took a 
solemn oath to be revenged ina manner that 
would make his uamea terror to the In- 
dians 

He supplied himself with a rifle, revolver 
and ammunition and left the fort. It was 
a month before he was heatd of, and the 
affair had almost passed from the minds of 
the officers and men, when one day Sander- 
son walked in and threw down a bundle 
containing 29 scalps, He had followed the 
Indians and hung on their trail, killing 
every one that left the camp until his pres- 
ence becanie a veritable terror to the band. 
He made no distinstion between men, wo- 
men and children, but killed any that he 
could get near to. 

He seemed endowed with a charmed life, 
for the Indians could not get near enough 
tohim to do him harm and he became 
known as the ‘White Spirit.” The Indians 
were frightened and those who were left 
made haste back to the home of the tribe, 
carrying with them the terrible tale of the 
Nemesis on their track. Sanderson follow- 
ed them to the mountains and went where 
white men had never been before. 

But his presence became known in the 
neighborhoods he had killed a boy, a sqiuw 
and two warriors, Every time a band was 
sent out after him they would be sure to 
return after losing several members and the 
Indians became afraid to go about the 
country alone. Within a yeap he had 39 
scalps, and said he had killed ]2 others 
whose scalps he was unable to get. At the 
end of that year he raised the number ta 79 
scalps and said he would not return to the 
fort until he had 100. 

In July, 1864, a cloudburst occurred 
above the village of a band of Commanches, 
and the people fled into a narrow gorge for 
safety. ‘The water came so suddenly that 
they were compelled to fly with what they 
could gather and run for their lives. 
Sanderson came upon them as they were 
huddled in the gorge and began firing at 
them from above and rolling stones down 
upon them, He killed 12 and wounded a 
great number before they could 

By July, 1865, he had over 100 scalps 
and had killed at least 140 Indians and 70 
ponies, He had no ides of abandoning his 
quest for revenge, but was more determined 
than overto wipe out the whole tribe. 
After the close of the War of the Rebellion, 
when the Government tured ita attention 
to the Indigus, 4 treaty was made with the 
Comanvhes, and it was stipulated by the 
Indians that Sanderson should be called 
away from the country, 

Hoe heard of it and for many months kspt 
out of the way of the soldiera and con- 
tinued his work of destruction, but at last 
vas found and told that ho must give up 
v work, He complied, but with great 
tance, and has taken advantage of 
Indian outbreak since then to go out

The Case tn «a Nutshell, 

What evidence the detectives have secur- 

od against the men is of course unknown, 
Chiet McKinnon of Hunilton does not take 
invich stock in the clue connecting Bertram, 
but Detective Greer may haye discovered 
new facts. So faras the public is aware, 
however, the case against Bertram reste 
largely upon his suspicious actions previous 
to and subsequent to the day of the mur- 
der, On the way to Brantford after his ar- 
test some months ago he told the police that 
if thoy would help him out of hia cao he 
would tell them something worth their 
while. So as known he has made no 
further admission, if this may be catled 
such. It is also known that Bertram, who 
lived in Middleport, just ucross from the 
Six Nations Reserve, and about 1) miles 
from Ancaster, had gone during the night 
to Hamilton, where he was seen carly on 
the following morning, and from Shia 
lace he almost immediatuly disappoared, 
Bertram was believed to havehad a compan- 
jon on his journey to Hamilton, hence the 
arrest of his nephew, Lottridge. 

The Indian, Bougla , as been suspected, 
in the first place on general principles aud 
in the second place because not long after 
the murder he gave a detailed account of 
the crime to a reaident of Middleport. His 
account is said to have corresponded closely 
with the story told by Mrs, Heslop and 
her daughter. After this Goosey and 
Douglas were overheard in the house of « 
hotelkeoper at Onondaga discussing the 
pros and cons of the murder, and, it is said, 
went into detuils in such @ manner as por-

The charge against Douglas was the 
larceny of harness from J. S, Johnson, 
postmaster at Ohsweken, while Goosey was 
detained asa material witness, Douglas 
will be arrainged at the County Court tor 
morrow on the larceny charge, but it is 
thought probable he willbe remanded until 
next term. 

Bertram and Lottridge have been form- 
ally charged with the murder and will be 
taken to Hamilton for trial,

The conditions of theatrical life on the 
road when I joined the Holman Juvenile 
Opera Company were essentially differont 
from what they are today, A company of 
tho present time which would compare 
with the Holman company in point of the 
ability of the individual members of it and 
the company taken aaa wholo, And which 
would command the same kind of audi- 
ences both with respect to charnoter and 
financial proportions, would travel i a 
rery different manner from the hap-howa 
way in which the Holman’ trovelledt in 
those early day, [need scarcely aay that 
they had no Yepresentative in New York 
o make dates for them through the coun- 
yy weeks and months iu mivance, aud 
were not in the habit of treating with 
lithograph artista and artistic printers for 
Vctures of all. kinds avd plotorial printing 
hn fact, New York knew nothing abow 
them and they knew nothing about Ne + 
York, 

They wandered, er rather drifted, from 
one town te another, The towns were 
onerally towns of large size, however, but 
their route for the season was only fixed a 
few weeks, or, at the most, a month in ad- 
vance, and was arranged by correspondence, 
or, wt the beat, by an advance agent. If 
we found that business was bad through ono 
section of the country we simply cut short 


our progress in that direction and turned | 


one face to another part of the . compass, 


to do from week (o week was wholly un> 
known to us, and our existence was bohem: 
jan and uncertain to the Inst degree. The 
modern idea of fixing dates for a yoar or #0 
ahead, and then printing them for the 
guidance of the company and for the con: 
Venience of correspondence, Was something 
never dreamt of. 

. Perhaps something similar uN be true 
to-day of obscure and irresponsible com: 
panies playing pirated plays in one-night 
towns, but here was a company which gave 
effective performances, even though they 
were somewhat crude at times, where some 
of the individual members of the company 
had conspicuous talent, This was particu: 
Jarly true in the case of Sallie Holman, 
And we played standard operas and come- 
dies and achieved generous recognition at | 


the hands of influential newspapers, How 
hap-hazard, however, and how irrespon- | 
sible our ronting waa may’ perhaps be | 
brilliantly illustrated by an experience 
which I distinctly remember to haye hac 
with the company in Springfield, Til, 

We had played there for a week and had 
done exceedingly well. That is to say, we 
probably played to $600 or $700 on the 
weok. During the time of our stay there 
Holman the elder became acquainted with 
one of the leading ns of the town, 
who was ap enthusistic sportsman. Holman 
himself was given very much: to the diver- 
sion of going out with a shotgun and two 
dogs, and he not only became very well 
acquainted with the prominent citizen re- 
ferred to, but they became chummy, At 
the end of our week's engagement there 
Holinan closed the season temporarily and 
with his new-found friend went off shoot- 
ing. The company stayed quietly at the 
hotel. The prima donna and the tenor, the 
comedian and the soubrette, the leading 
juvenile and the first heavy, “rested,” to 
use the professional language of to-day. 
We.amused ourselves as best we might dur- 
ing the time that the manager was off in 
the neighboring country shooting birds and 
ng other game, 
ctly how he managed to make s0 

leasant an arrangement all around I don't 

now. I presume that he wrote to the next 
town that he wasn't coming, and, as_ there 
were no lawyers versed in theatrical lore at 
the time to bring him to a realizing sense of 
tho necessity of observing hia contract, if 
indeed ho had one, the shooting programme 
was not at all interfered with. Then, of 
course, Holman could shoot away without 
any uncomfortable consciousness of salariea 
ronning on, ‘The biggest salary was noth- 
ing 4 week and our salary list was ditto. 
Holman's expenses for the week wore 
summed up by the hotel bill, and, as board 
was exceedingly cheap at those western 
hotels at the time I speak of, the bill was 
not at all formidable. 

As for the salaries, I have already stated 
that I joined the company fora year as an 
apprentice and received no salary whatever. 
All L received was my clothes and 4 little 
spending money. The consequence was that 
when Holman came back from the lawful 
pursuit of game he was not confronted with 
a clamoring chorus of actors and actresses de 
manding back pay, If the laying off of the 
company for afi ontire week meant more 
than $50 expenditiire I should be very 
much surprised to bear it. When he did 
come back ho announced another week of 
comely and opera by the company, and, if 
T remember rightly, we played alinost to as 
much money as we did on the original 
week, 

The tact of the matter is that the Holman 
Company was kind of family” party, Be- 
sides the father and mother there wero 
Sallie aud Julian Holman and Ben and 


Alfred. Then there was Johnny Chatter- 
ton—or Johnny Chatterton as he was 
known ‘at first—who afterwards became 
Perugini,. We were simply a lot of kids

the beat judges of candidates because they 
are known to them and live amongst them. 
Frequent elections are necessary under all 
free governments. Ifa bad choice is some- 
times made it can be remedied at the next 
election. Crown appointments are made 
for life and changes or dismissal are so un- 
frequent that the appointees come to re- 
gard themselves a8 quite independent of 
the people to whomfthey owe little orno 
responsibility, and all other competent 
persons in the county are overleoked who 

ave an equal right to the office by clective 
competition. No wonder our young are 
leaving forthe States seeing themselves 
hopelessly excluded from office by our 
systemof centralization and crown ap- 
pointments, a system of favoriteism and 
partiality and grossly uniust to the young 
men ofthis country, and incempatible 
with the true spirit of liberty and equality ; 
yet the Yankee Tories in the States and in 
Canada condemn the American system. 
And they are always quoted whenever 
a comparison of the two systems are made, 
by the champions for crown appointments 
but their arguments are fallacious and 
misleading. By the American system all 
county officials are elected by the people 
and surely it cannot be to their interest 
to sontinue a bad system ina matter that 
80 nearly concernsthemselves, They can 
change their system at will. How is it 
with us? The executive appoints all 
officers from the bailiff to the highest 
official within the sphere of his jurisdiction 
Is not this cenwalized power a mighty 
lever not equa: to that mentioned by 
Archimedes yet sufficient to turn the 
elections every time, Sooner or _ later 
this system must go together wth Lords, 
Knights, Vice-Regal Court and attendant, 
useless pomp and pageantry as relics of 
those old governments which took their 
rise in violence and usurpation and after 
the lapse of a thousand years the trial of 
the serpent is still visible; even in Cana- 
dian institutions.

EXPLORATIONS IN HIGH LATITUDES. 


A Poterborongh Boy With Mr Ogilvic Way 
up Norrh 

In July last Mr, Ogilvie, chief of the 
expedition, and Mr. Chas. Gladman, asis- 
tant, sonof Mr. T. Gladman, town, anda 
servant, from the general utility he 
possesses, dubbed the “professor,” started 
on an exploring expedicion, the objective 
point being the head waters of the Peace 
River. The party left Ottawa on July Ist, 
and the fact that it has not been heard 
from since the 29th of last Ju'y, while it 
gives no ground for uneasiness as to the 
safety of the party, it gives rise to a natural 
auxiety for intelligence from them. The 
party started from Fort Edmison, and the 
Jast intelligence received by the Surveyor 
General at Ottawa, E. Deville, to whom 
Mr. Gladman wrote, was received from 
Athabaska Landing 55 degrees north 
latitude. Mr. Gladnan, however, heard 
from his son subsequently on the 29:b. of 
July, when the party had reached Chip- 
pewyan, in latitude 59 degrees north. 
From that point it was: expected that the 
party would proceed’ to and through 
Great Slave Lake westerly and north to 
Fort Simpson, latitude: 62 degrees, about 
900 miles north ofthe latitude of Peter. 
borough. From -« Fort Simpson 
it was intended the party should proceed 
south up the Luard River to the 
head waters of the Peace river among 
which it was expected, some time would 
be spent in explorations. From thence 
another south-eastward course would be 
taken to the Athabasca again, and thence 
to Fort Edmonton, the point of departure. 
The delay of the party is doubtless due to 
the anxiety of Mr, Ogilvie and Mr, Glad- 
man tomakethe most of theiropportunities. 
Once they have reached their exploring 
grounds after a long, devious and, doubt- 
less, difficult journey, they would be natur- 
ially anxious to carry outas fully as 
possible the object of their expedition 
before returning to civilization. Mr Ogilivie 
is an enthusiasticexplorer,and Mr.Gladman 
is possessed of equal enthusiasm, and like 
eager hunters they may be carried away 
by one attraction after another, hardly 
realizing the distance they have covered . 
When the party Coes return, they will 
have something worth telling, both in the 
way of adventure and discription of the 
nature, conditions, resources and capabil- 
ities of the terra incognita in which they 
have spentthe summer and autumn. 
The welcome home will be all the heartier, 
or their long absence.—Review

The many and deep tanks form the 
receptacles of the sewage,diverted therein 
from the main sewer, which at 
discharges its accumulations into the 
bay. The sludge or heavy matter result- 
ing therefrom, will be utilized for land 
purposes ; the effluent liquid, 
will be discharged into the bay, So pure 
is the resultant that, advocates of many of 
the chemical methods of treatment do not 
hesitate to imbibe of the liquid,demonstra- 
ting thereby its non-confaminaticn orin 
jurious qualities. The completivn and 
operation of’the present works will allay 
any fear of defilement of the water supply 
furnished our citizens through the medium 
of the water Wo:ks Co Messrs. Gordon 
& Purcer of St. Catherines are the con- 
tractors, and the cost to the Ontario Goy- 
ernment vill bein the neighborhood of 
$8,000.

fiberatod, wore thronged with a yast crowd 
at tho hour set for the ascension, 

The wppearance of Manaficld was the 
occasion for long applause. Tho prepara- 
tions for the ascent wore soon comploted 
and ato signal from the acronaut the guy 
ropes were cut and the balloon was liber 
ated amid a storm of cheora, 

The balloon had only reached a height of 
about 400 feet when tt burst with a loud 
und startling explosion and immediatel, 
began to fall'to tho earth, Mansfleld made 
the most desperate offorta to disengage the 
yarachute from tho collapsed balloon, but it 
Mad become entangled in the ropes and the 

unfortunate man was soon forced to release 

his hold. Tho horrified spectators uttered 

cries of disinay as they saw his body come 

twirling towards them, and some of the 

ladios fainted at the terriblesight. Maus- 

field struck the ground with terrific force 

and was instantly killed, his body being 
j crushed and mangled in a terrible manner,

ADDRESSED BY GLADSTONE. 


He is Carried Into His Carriage on the 
Shouldors of His Admirers, 

Loxpox, Deo, 14.—Mr, Gladstone, who 
has been on a visit to Earl Spencer, previous 
to leaving England for the south of France, 
bade farewell to his host today and drove 
to Northampton, on route to this city, 

At the railroad station Mr, Gladstone 
received a number of addresses from muni+ 
cipal and other bodies, In reply, the great 
Liberal leader said, among other things: 

“The Tory menu is varied daily, and the 
latest change seems to indicate that the 
Irish Local Govern tune Billhaa been shunt: 
ed to make room for Mr. Goavhen’s quack 
measure to provide, in the strangest man- 
ner, an issue of £1 notes,” 

Mr. Gladstone spoke from the steps of 
the rallroad bridge crossing the lines, inside 
the station, to a dense crowd of people who 
had gathered within the station, After 
speaking, Mr, Gladstone crossed the Wa 
and reached the track upon the other side 
of the station, 

Arrived there, Mr, Gladstone’s most en- 
thusiustic admirers lifted the old gentleman 
above their shoulders, and totally regardless 
of his alleged infirmities, carried him into 
his carringe, while the station fairly shook 
with cheers, Mr. Gladstone will be the 
guest of Lord Rosebery to-night, and will 
continue his journey to-morrow.

Gindstone to the Delegates, 

Lonpon, Dec. 14.—Four hundred of the 
rural delegates to the National Liberal Fed- 
eration conference, Which opened yesterday 
in Memorial Hall, Farrington-street, par- 
took ot a breakfast this morning, at which 
the principal guest was Mr, Gladstone. 
When Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone entered the 
room there was a scene of great enthuslasm. 
Mr. Gladstone said he thought the time 
had come for the commencement of continu. 
ous efforts to bring about rural reforms and 
these efforts ought not to be terminated 
until their just ends had been attained. 
Mr. Gladstone said the labor question had 
a wide range. Home Rule was part of the 
labor controversy, a8 the bulk a those in 
whose behalf they were struggling were 
laborers or small farmers, The condition 
of rural laborers was almost as urgent a 
question. ‘Che proof of this statement lay 
in the constant migration of these laborers. 
Kivery endeavor ought to be made to keep 
laborera at home. He hoped to see 
labor candidates for seats in Parlia- 
ment increase ia number and they ought 
not to be saddled with frightful election 
expenses. Mr. Gladstone enforced upon 
his hearers the necessity for parish coun- 
cils, which, he maintained, were a necessary 
complement to local government. He held 
that the labores should have free access to 
land, and the local authorities ought to be 
given power to purchase or lease land for 
this purpose, 

Mr, Gladstone urged the abolition of the 
common law against conspiracy. This law, 
he said, had given rise to proceedings that 
were adverse to the liberties of the people. 
Speaking with particular reference to this 
law, Mr. Gladstone said: ‘*We must pro- 
vide for the rural population of Great Bri- 
tain as well as for the same class in Ireland. 
Nothing must be a crime which relates to 
the prosecution of labor in their interests, 
or because it is done by a combination of 
men, unless it is an offence against the 
letter and the spirit of the law.” 

Mr, Gladstone strongly advocated that 
parish councils should be charged with the 
control of parish charities, the care of roads 
and commons and of rights of way, They 
should also see that the schools and dwell- 
ings were in proper sunitury condition, He 
said some scheme ought to be devised to 
offer the laborer, after a long and blameless 
life, something better than the workhouse, 
Until that was done society would not have 
discharged its duties and tho aims of the 
present conference would not be fully at-

Uhe entire number 
of rooms available for rental, exclusive of 
the halls and lodge rooms, will be 1,100, 
and their aggregate area will be over 
250,000 square feet, while including lodge 
rooms and public halls, the area inclosed, 
exclusive of walls, partitions, corridors, etc., 
will be 350,000 square feet. The design of 

the superstructure inyolves the use of 
riveted steel pillars and steel girders, im- 
movably knit together at all joints, vertic- 
al as well as horizontal, by steel or iron 
rivets, anda system of diagonal wind- 
braces of steel so thorough and all-pre- 
vading that, re enforced by the masses of 
masonry which will surround the pillars in 
the lower parts of the structure, there will 
be attained that combination of masonry 
and skeleton construction required for

Marius Is Choered While She Loaves the 
Law Courts Unnoticed, 


Loxvon, Doc. 16.—In the St. John ys. 
Marius divorce suit to-day Arthur Cohen, 
the corespondeut in the couuter-action for 
divorce instituted by Mr. Marius against 
Miss St. John, denied that he had ever com:

The Nowa says:—“ The farmers have 
earned, justas over business mon do, that 
their best customer isthe one to whom the 
most can besold, andon the best terms.’ 
Jost so. And the farmers of Canada have 
Jong kuown and know now, that the best 
customer for the bulk of their aurplus 
produce, and the only custemer for 
much of it, isthe States. Ask tho barley 
growers, tho ogg producers, the gardeners, the 
hay growers of Quebeo, etc, absut this, and 
the News will soon get its answer.

On the 
contrary, that market would still be oper to 
us, free and unrestricted, and if that is a bet- 
ter market for beef and cheese, to that mar- 
ket our bewf and cheese would go, But if 
the States is the better market for our bar- 
ley and hay ani eggs, and minerals, then to 
that market these should be sent free frem 
all duties, Such is what the Liberal party is 
trying to bring about.

size an ordinary telegraph wire. 

fhe success of the Lauffen-Frankfart 
experiment has emboldened a German 
eelectrician to offer to transmic 5.000 horse 
power fromthe Falls of Niagara to the 
World’s Fair at Chicago. The distance 
from Niagars Falls ta Chicago is 400 to 
500 milrs, four or five times the distan-e 
over which the power has beensuccesstully 
transmitted from the waterfalls at Lauffen 
to Frankfurt. 

Roughly speaking 6 horse power can be 
stored in a ton of material which consti- 
tutes the storage battery. The equival nt 
of 50 horse power could be certainly 
carried in one freight car and it would 
therefore require 100 freight cars to trans- 
port 5,000 horse power from Niagura 
Falls te Chicago The cost of 
the batteries would be in the neighbor 
of $2,000,000 andin order to maintain 
6,000 horse power in Chicago relays of 
batteries would have to be employed. A 
gainstthe expense of this method we 
must place the cost of the high insulation 
of a line of 400 mi'es under a preasure of 
20,000 volts. 

There is no doubt that it would be 
more economical to generate 5,000 horse 
power in Chicago by means of coal then

‘The 
large grained caviare, made from the ros of 
hs lerreey speciesof that fish, is considered 


eS aot of the aturgeona weigh as much as 
3, 000 pounds, measure from 18 to 4 27 feet in 
length, and yield a roe w eighing 800 pounds, 
The fish should be caught some months be- 
fore spawning time, while the roe is hard 
and light gray in color. As it gels softer 
and darker it becomes less and less suitable 
for preparing caviaro; and when it is quite 
ripe it is completely useless for the purpose. 
The process is a simplo one, ‘The roes, cut 
into fe e pieces, are put into a horse-hair 
or motal sieve, the coarseness of which is 
regulated by the coarseness of the roo, 
which is then rubbed carefully through, so 
that it falls out as uninjured us possible, 
while the skin attached to it remains in the 
sieve. 

“The finer sort of caviare is rubbed into an 
empty dish; it is then strewn with dry, 
newly powdered salt; the whole mass is 
then newly stirred with a wooden fork, and 
immediately put up in little wooden bar- 
rels, ready for export. The inferior sorts 
are rubbed through the sieve into strong 
brine, where they are allowed to remain un- 
touched until thoroughly salted through; 
the brine is than pressed out and the cavi- 
are packed tightly in cases. The fresher 
and more lightly salted caviare is the better, 
In 1826 caviare to the worth of £21,000 was 
exported from the Caspian sea; since then 
the amount annually exported, and especi- 
ally its value (for the Ene is now much | 
higher than it used to be), have greatly in- 
creased.

REVALENCE OF GRip. 


Some Excellent Advice, 


Toronto, Deo, 18,—In view of the reap: 
Resrnce of la grippe in epidemic form Dr, 

ryce, secretary of the Provincial Board of 
Health, has issued a circular to the public 
explaining the cause, origin, pathology, 
pencil symptoms and measnres for the 
imitation of the disease. The three forms 
of the disease are: 

(a) Nervous—vcharacterized by great do. 
pression and severe pains in head, spine and 
muscles ; 

(b) Catarrhal—worked by congestion of 
mucuous membrane of nose, throat and 
chest; 

(c) Gastrio—ropecially seen in children 
aud worked by vomiting, diarrhaa, etc. 

The report points out that the disease is 
wholly or mainly propagated from person 
to person or by human agency and may be 
conveyed by clothing, etc., and one attack 
is not preventive against another as in 
sinallpox, 

As regurds preventive mensuees the re- 
port suggests that for certain classes of 
persons, ¢.g., those in whom trom their age 
or infirmity an attack would be especially 
eva ero eS as well as for the first cases in a 
locality or household (where these are 
known and their isolation is practicable), 
the isolation of the sick is the most eftica- 
cious means of preventing the spread of 
the disease, 

The ventilation and cleanly keeping of 
the buildings in which many persons are 
collected together should also receive spe- 
cial attention when influenza threatens, 

Since the development of an attack of in- 
fluenza in persons exposed to infection 
| sooms to depend very largely upon the reci- 
| procity of the subject, it is important that 
atthe time of the epidemic all persons 
should, os far as they are able, pay atten- 
tion to such measures of individual hygiene 
as may best maintain their geveral state of 
| health, avoiding exposure to cold and 
i fatique, unwholesome food and excessive 
use of alcoholic liquors. Medical opinion, 
‘divided in other points relating to influ- 
; ez, seems Unanimous to the deleterious 
| offect of exertion or fatique upon those suf- 
fering froin influenza, or exposed to the in- 
fluence of the epidemic, It has prayed the 
; Worst policy to “fight agains” the disease, 
; Unfortunately, howover, during the strain 
| in places of business caused by the disable- 
‘ment of so many of the staff, and in the 
sage of medical men, nurses and ovhers, aa- 
vice as to avoiding undue fatigue is more 
easily given than followed, 

On the assumption that the disease in 
communicable by the breath inhaled, carry- 
ing the dried particles af muycua from the 
nostrils, and of the saliva from the lips, a 
very natural preventive measure may, I 
believe, with some reasonable expectation 
of success, be tried by the infected person 
keeping the mucous covering 
and nostrils constantly annointed with car- 
bolized glycerine diluted one-half with rose- 
water; since the glycerine will greatly serve 
to prevent the dying of the particles, which 
s necessary before they can be carried into 
she air, 

Tho greatest care in the use of separate 
jandkerchiofs and towels by those atlected 
ind the keoping themselves, o8 far as pos- 
sible, from close contact with other persons, 
ire precautions which wilt naturally occure 
to everyone,

upon it as a duty, therefore, to kesp tho 
tabernacle of tho soul intact, and 
hold cred the resting place of the 
doa. Tn some countrias corpses were ox- 
poved te the air a certain period and became 
toumuules by the operation of natural causes

rapidly dried the animal tissues aud-provent- 
ed putrefaction. A large number of mum: 
mies wore found in the environs of Durango, 
Mexico, They wore in a tting posture, hur 
had the same kind of wrappings, bands aué 
ornaments as the Egyptian. 

Tho modern system ef embalming follows 
the general plan of that of the ancients, con- 
sisting of filling the place of tho Intestines with 

| 
odoriferous and desiccative drugs and spices, 
but itis not expected that bodies treated now- 
adays will defy tho ravages of timo as long as 
the mummies of Egypt. Thoroughnoss wasa 
pronounced characteristic of the Egyptians, 
Thoy embalmed as they built—for all tine, 
The thousands of small bandages which en- 
closed the body formed part of their system, 
avd the whole treatment must have taken a 
great deal more time than our undertakora 
are allowed to prepare a corpse for burial. 

Always foremost in grim and fautastie 
notions, the French are engaged in discuss 
ing a new method of preserving tho dead 
which has many marked advantages over 
that of the Egyptians. Our museums have 
familiarized us with muomios, They are 
shrivelled, unsightly cadavers, and emit a 
sickly, nasty odor, The American cline 
peems to hayoa bad effect upoa them, for 
mummies that have braved the worms of 
Egypt for thousands of years have crumbled 
into dust upon the removal of their wraps 
{in the United States, All the disagrooable 
features of the old-time mummy are avoided 
by the French plan, 

No wraps or desiccating drugs are needed; 
there is no dangor o@ the preserved body 
dropping to pieces in any climate, On the 
eontrary, the French mummy may be made 
ornamental, if not useful, and threatens w 
cause & revolution in the art of sculp ate. It 
will be neither more nor less than electro 
plated corpse coated with gold, silver, nickel 
or brass, according to the taste and fortune 
of the bereaved. 

Dr. Variot, one of th» foremost practition- 
ers intho Paris hospitals, is the author of the 
system, wh se result has been termed “Jan: 
thropoplastic galvapique,” His mode of pro 
wlure is as follows: He places the body in a 
Youble frame, with four uprights fastened 
eogothor, with square trays, and then covers 
ihe frame with a pneuwwatic bell. The body 
Ix preforated by a metallic wire, one end 
going through the roof of the skull, while 
the othor rests {n the tray at the feat. This 
wire not only ucts as a support to the corpse 
hut as a conductor of electricity. 

‘The uprights and other portions of the 
frames are carefully insulated with India 
rubber, gutta percha or parafine. A small 
thermo-electric battery furnishes the current, 
A motallic contact descends from the tipper 
tray and rosts lightly upon the surface of the 
cadaver, The surface of the fest and palms 
of the hands also rests upon two contacts, 
and in addition contacts are scholoned on 
the uprights and frame, and can be applied 
or disconnected at pleasure.

IF $ purpose 
the operator cilbor paints the corpse with a 
solution of nitrate of silver or he puts a 
powdored proparation of the same on the 
gurface of theskin. Tho caustic penetrates 
the surfape and tho skin turns an opaque 
eolor. Aftorward the nitrate of silver has 
to ba reduced or separated from its oxide 
but this prosenta no great diMlculty, The 
double framework is then placed ina re 
voir, from which the air is exhausted by a

Seldom has a public manever been sub 
‘jected to as caustic aud scathing a denun- 
ciation asthatadmin’sered by Mr. Mer- 
cier to Lieutenant Governor Angers 2 
his lever to that personage, & portion of 
which we reproduce elsewhere, The ques- 
tion as to Mr. Mey cier’s iunycence or guil 
is not the present subject of discussion, al- 
though it 1s worthy ofnote that even the 
twe partisan commissioners conclude that 
“it wasnot proven that Mr. Mercier knew 
ofthe existence of a bargain between 
Armstrong and Pecaud, and shat gentle- 
man declares chat he has inno way pro- 
fited thereby.” But the question is as to 
the justice and legality ot the Lieutenant 
Governor's action, and on this there can= 
not be any quest’on but tha. he has placed 
himself in the wrong and given Mr, Mer- 
.cier a powerful weapon in the coming elec- 
tions, and one that he will doubtless use 
most effectively. 

Tt seema that the Lieutenant Governor 
has acted the part of a mere partisan from 
the ime the charges were first ma Je, 
Re declared that it was necessary to have 
an javestigation in order that he might 
know whether or not his advisors were 
guilty, and then before the investigation 
was even held he acted on the assumption 
that they were guilty, refused to attend at 
his office to transact public business and 
effectually stopped the wheels of govern 
ment so that even the char women at the 
Legislaturecould not receive their pay. 
Not only did he thusassume gullt before 
the investigation was held or the report 
made, he has refused even the common 
courtesies and amenities of official inter- 
course. When Wr, Mercier asked permis 
sion to publish the interim report of the 
twocommissionersand the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor’s letter of disinissal,the latter boorish- 
ly refused, saying that he conld not do so 
except on the advise of h’s new ministry 
which was not yet formed. Yet, as Mr. 
Mercier pointed out, this same Lieutenant 
Governor on Sept. 7th last, allowed the 
publication ofa letter he sent to Mr. 
Mercier without the advice of theninisters 
and even against their known wishes, 
Which shows that Mr. Angers is a great 
stickler for proprieties when by so doing 
he coulddo harm to Mr. Mercier, but 
when hs could domore harmto him other- 
wise the proprieties could go to the dic- 
kens. 

Mr. Mercier’s contrast between the 
course pursued by Cord Dufferin in 1875 
and that pursued by Lieutenant Governor 
Angers is a powerful arraingment of the 
fatter.

THE WATERLOO MURDER, 


PARTICULARS OF THE TERRIBLE NEW 
GERMANY CRIME 


Doliberately Killod Mis Stepron aa the 
Kenult ® Family Quarrel—The 
' er Jokes About the Amur 
dlot of the Coroner's Jury, 


Brau, Ont., Doo. —The 
jury yesterday committed Martin Reinhard 

for trial on a charge of wilful murder of hin 
atopsonat New Gormany. Tho most authentic 
account of the tragedy states that the old 
man wae in the habit of abusing Mra, Roin- 
hard, who is his socond wife, and mothor of 
the murdered man, Michaol Hause. On 
the evoning of tho murder they were having 
#quarrol, and Mra. Reinhard, becoming 
frightened, ran out of the house to  oscapo 
her husband's vengeance, At this time 
throo mon chancod to pass, one of whom 
was the murdorod man. It is surmined 
that Roinhard took this ocourrence to moun 
that his wife had asked their nssistance, 
Searcely had they appeared in front of the 
house when Reinhard rushed out and, it is 
said, without any warning plunged a knife 
into Hauss, penctrating his heart and kill- 
ing him almost instantly, 

So far as known Reinhard has borne a 
fairly good reputation hitherto, He hos o 
grown up family who all bear good names, 

The evidence went to show that when 
Reinhard did the deod he was under the 
influence of liquor and had besa for some 
tims before brandishing a knife on several 
occasions, Tho murdered man, after being 
atabbed, rushed into his slice und ex 
claimed ‘My God, boys, go and get a doo- 
tor!” but immediately roecled over and ex- 
pired shortly after, 
The prisoner, while going to and coming 
from Now Germany, oxhibited the utmost 
unconcern, joking and ee and some- 
times contentedly smoking his pipe, not 
sceming to realizo tho awful situation he is 
placed in, 

Tt was shown at tho inquest that the 
prisoner has not lived happily with his 
wife, who is much younger than himself, 
and they have on different occasions ha 
domostie quarrels, 

A Terrible Wound, 

The doctors experienced difficulty 
holding o post mortem on the Bours os it 
was completely saturated with blood. The 
wound, which was made by a large pocket: 
knife with « blade about FA inches long, wae 
4 frightful looking one. The blade entered 
a little to left of the breast bone between 
the fifthand sixth ribs, penetrating into 
and through both cavities a the heart, 

‘The murder has created immense excite- 
ment all through the county. 


CHINESE RASCALITY. 


An Ingenious Method for Settling a Long: 
Standing Vendotta, 
Lonvon, Deo. .22—Advices from Shan- 
hai report that the Meng Tvan and the

DR. STAFFORD DEAD. 


The Well-Known Methodist Divine Passes 
Away At Hamilton, the Result of 
Head and Nervous Symptoms. 

Hamiuron, Dec. 22.—Rey. Dr. EB. A. 
Stafford, pastor of the Centennary Church, 
died yesterduy at 3 o'clock. He has 
been ill for about four weeks and a num- 
bor of doctors have been in attendance, but 
were unable to ascertain the exact nature 
of his complaint. Recently he was granted 
leave of absence and was to have gone away 
in search of complete rest, but has been too 
weak to move, 

Though it was known that he was very 
ill it was not eipesied that a fatal termina- 
tion was at hand, and the announcement of 
his death will be a horrible shock. 

Dr. Rosebrugh, one of the doctors in 
attendance, says that Rev, Dr, Stafford 
died suddenly, and that death resulted from 
head and nervous symptoms of an obscure 
character, 

The deceased was one of the most striking per- 
sonalitics in Canadian Methodism. Ho was @ nan 
of indomitable onergy and force of character, 
With few early advantages, he has made his way 
tothe front by his own unalded efforts, Dr, 
Stafford was a Canadian, having been bora in 
the township of Southwold, near St, Thomas, 
Ont. When a mere boy he began the work of a 
public school teacher, and at 20 years of agohe 
becime aprobationer for the ministry of the 
Methodist chureh, in which he was continually 
engaged for 31 years. His most {mportant Bee 
Feminents were the Dominion-square Church, 
Montreal; the Dominion Church, Ottawa; Grace 
Church, Wiuvipeg; Metropolitan Church, To- 
ronto, and Sherbourne-street Church, Toronto 
He had the good fortune to make many friende 
on all bis circuits. Dr. Stafford has had hiv 
share of official honors, the esteem and conf. 
dence of his ministerial brethren having been 
shown by his election as presideut of every con- 
ference to which he has belonged—the Montreal, 
Manitoba and Toronto conferences, He was tho 
representative of the Methodist church of Can- 
ada tothe general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church {nthe United States in 1888. 
Dr. Stafford was aleo ao graduate 
of Victoria University.

Rattlesnakes of 
all sizes and conditions are seen lying 
around in profusion or crawling over the 
rocks, squirming and twisting in heaps, 
while the deadly whirr of the rattles makes 
music which strikes terror to the heart of 
one unaccustomed to the situation. Above 
all is that terribly nauseating odor which 
fills the whole air and drives away any ono 
not accustomed to such an offensive scent. 

“Snaky George” eatimates that thore are 
10,000 full grown ra‘i.csnakes on the place, 
and says that he kil! an average of 2000 
every season, He ouiy kills them during 
the months of September and Octuber, for 
then they are the fattest and aro full of oil. 
They are getting ready to go into winter 
quarters and are in prime condition. His 
method of catching ‘an is simple. He has 
fed them in a certain cleared spot ever since 
they have been on the place and they now 
come there regularly. When he wants 
to begin work he stands onan elevated 
rock near the place and with a slip noose of 
wire catches os many as he can use and 
kills them, Hethen takes the bodies to 
his house, where he throws them intoa 
caldron and renders out the oil, This he 
packs in heayy bottles and ships it to 
various wholesale druggists over the coun- 
try, itbeing used in the preparations of 
various liniments. One cou sized rattler 
will make a pint of oil, and this brings 
$1.50 a pint, or nets Jaynas about $1 after 
all expenses of rendering, bottling and 
shipping are paid. 


ANOTHER M.- P. IN TROUBLE.

He has also 
been a conspicuous figure in social science 
congresses, He is a barrister by profession 
and also a magistrate in Worcestershire. 
In politics he was a Liberal up to the time 
of the Liberal-Union against Irish home 
rule. Hoe has been supposed to be wealthy. 
The charge on which he will arrainged at 
Bow-street to-morrow is that of havin, 
embezzled £20,000 from an estate of which 
he is a trustee. 

He has been sojourning recently on the 
Continent, and the polico were waiting for 
him on Saturday on his arrival at Volke- 
stone, He did not appear surprised when 
taken in onstody, and accompanied the 
police quietly to London.

Q —In what way doesalcohol interfere 
with the natural warmth of the body ? 

A—At first a sense of warmth is felt 
caused by the tides of warm blood that are

Q.—Explain how alcohol effects the 
heart, the digestion and the circulation, 

A.—When alcohol istaken it weakens 
the power of the small blood vessels. It ; 
also causes the heart to over-work by } 
beating more rapidly and sending out 
blood too quickly, The small blood-vessels 
thus being weakened cannot check this 
rapidity nor regulate the circulation as 
they should. The average daily amount 
of alcohol taken causes the heart to make 
6000 extra beats in a day, and the result 
is the drinker feels tired after it as the 
| brain and muscles are exhausted and the 
heart feels tired after its hard work, If 
the use of alcohol is continued the heart 
will lose its power to drive the blood and 
cause death. 

The digestion is the dissolving of food 
inthe stomach. When alcohol is taken 
its greediness for water causes it to absorb 
the moisture from the tissues and juices 
and inflame the membranes leaving them 
hard, thick and perhaps ulcerated. On 
account of this and want of water to dis- 
solve it the food is undigested.

SEED TESTING, 
The Director then referred to the ays- 
tom of seed testing in operation at the 
Central Experimental Farm, by which 
any farmer, without a cent of cost to 
himself, might ascertain the exact por- 
| centage of hia seed grain which might be 
expected to germinate under favorable cir- 
cumstances, Another class of work of con- 
eilorable importance was that relating to 
cross-fertilization. The object was to pro- 
duce bntirely new sorts with a view to bring 
together in one individual grain the good 
qualities of two or more varieties. By this 
provess some one hundred and fourteen now 
varioties had been produced at Ottawa, and 
as the result of last year’s operation about 
one hundred more varioties had been added. 
This work would be g@osecuted in the 
reasonable expectation of producing some 
varieties which will be of much value to the 
furmers of Canada. 
WINTER DAIRYING. 


The important question of winter dairy- 
ing was then taken up by Prof, Saunders. 
He said there had been an agitation in many 
parts of the country for the establishment 
of a creamery with a view to determining 
how far it would be profitable to the farm- 
ers Western of Ontario to make butter 
during the winter season, Our butter had 
not hitherto commanded a very high price 
in England, for the reason that every trad 
er's wife considered herself a good butter 
maker, an opinion in which she often 
stood alone. The commercial results, 
following upon the general methods of 
butter making adopted throughout the 
country, had been disastrous. As the com- 
mencement of remedial measures, Prof. 
Robertson had rented a cheese factory at 
Woodstock, and another at Mount Elgin, 
for the purpose of carrying on winter 
dairying. Those districts had been chosen 
for a commencement, because they were 
capable of supplying the quantities of 
milk required for this purpose. He had 
just returned from on inspection of these 
creameries, with a report of most gratify- 
ing results. So successful had been the 
experiment, that during the last week or 
two applications had come in from over 
twenty cheese factories for information os 
to how they could turn their establish- 
ments into creameries for the winter. At 
Mount Elgin they were getting a supply 
of from seven to nine thousand pounds of 
milk per day, and the butter product yur- 
ied from three hundred and fifty to four 
The milk brought in

per cent. of butter fat by the Babcock 
tester ; but in estimating ite results it was 
necessary to allow for an addition of one- 
sixth, which was represented by small 
quantities of water, cascine and salt. At 
this factory the milk was paid for in pro- 
portion to the amount of butter fat it con- 
tained, which plan procluded the possibility 
ofany manipulation of the milk, and had 
the advantage of giving the greatest pay to 


the farmer whose cows produced the 
richest milk, A ae of three cents 
per pound on the butter was made

bring from twenty-five to twenty- 
eight couts per pound in the English mar- 
ket. Should it bring twenty-five cents it 
would return to each patron about twenty 
cents net. From five thousand to eight 
thousand pounds would he ready for ship- 
ment at the end of this month, and it was 
intended after that time to combine the

It 

confines its comparison to butter, eggs; 
hides and =kins, pork, tallow, wool, hay, 
potatoes and onions. Now of all thes> 

articles Canadain 1890 exported only 
$4,456,000 worth, sv the comparive 
prices of these particular products is not 
of great importance. Yet even in some 
of these instances the comparison is favor- 

able to the plea for reciprocity. The price 
of eggsin Wtica, for instance, 1s given at 

94 to 26 cents, in Belleville at 20 cents. 

Now as eggs can be shipped to New York 

Albany, etc, almost as cheaply from 

Bellevilleas from Utica here is an acknow- 

edgement that the farmers here lose from 

4 to 6 cents adozen on eggs ; ind the ex- 

port of eggs for 1890 comprised $1,799,- 

214 out of the $4, 456,000 above referred 

to. In wool also the price in Utica is from 

7 to 9 cents a lb. more than in Belleville. 

In the case of hay comparisons at points 
se farapart are of little value, for with 80 
bulky an article distance is a chief element 
in determning the price. But if our con- 
temporary will go dowa among the farm— 
ers of Quebec near the American border 
it would see how disastrously injurious 
the traffic on hay is to them. 

But the total exports of Canada for 1890 
amounted t> over $82,000,000. Onr con 
temporary deals with $4, 450,000 of these, 
ut has little to say about the other 
$8,650,000,00  woith Everyone knows 
what losses Canada suffers because of the 
tariff on fish, mincrals, lumber, and many 
ef our agricultural products, The removal 
of the duties would double the profits 
made by our fishermen. It would enable 
our minerals to be developed to an extent 
that would increase our wealth by tens of 
millions of dollars in the next decade. [| 
would put into the pockets of the average 
farmer from$50 to $200 a year thathe now 
loses in consequence of the duty. 

As to horses, no doubt the demand in 
the States is less than formerly for the 
reason our contemporary giv: Yet there 
are thousands of horses in Ganadafor sale 

he Wnited States is the only market fo: 
them, and the fact remains that but for the 
duty Canadion horses would bring from 
$25 to $30 more than they now sell for. 

The Intelligencer reaches the acme of 
absurdity again when it refers tothe barley 
question. It states thatit has been con- 
clusively proven that the consumer pays 
the duty on barley, or the greater part of 
it. Who has conclusively proven it? The 
Intelligencer has not, unless it regards oft 
repeated assertions as proof. In to- days 


Mail barley is quoted in Toronto at 45 to 
BQ cents a bushel. In Buffalo Canadian 


barley is quoted at g%, in Oswego No. 2 
Canadian barley is qaoted at 87, orin bond 
at 51 cents. In Belleville the price is 45 
to 50. Here isa clear difference of from 
$7 to 42 cents to the disadvantage'of the 
Ganadian farmer. That barley brings not 
ever 50 cents in Felleville our contempor- 
ary mustknow. That it brings in Oswego 
and Buffalo the prices above quoted it 
surely cannot doubt. Then how in the 
mame of common sence dare it insult the 
intelligence ofitsreaders by saying that 
the Canadian farmers lose nothing in con 
Sequence of the duty, that it is the Ameri- 
can consumer, not the Canadian producer 
who loses the amount of the duty. Once 
again we challenge itto quote in its col- 
urans the price of bariey in Canada and 
in the states, and justify its assertion in the 
face of the figures given,

Belgian Workingmen Entertained at a 
Feast by Their King and Queen,

Pea eh Brussets, Dec. 26.—An unusual fete | 


took place here yesterday in Lacken at 
the Royal Palace, where King Leopold gave 
a lunch to the workingmen who had been 
engaged in the reconstruction of the fatnous 
chateau, which was partially burned on Jan. 
1, 1890. Some 600 guests sat down in the 
hothouse of the palace to cold meats, fruits 
and beer.

WHICH 6 THY MORD OORRUPT,? 


ison of the Blvotion M+thods 
4 Meg Liberals and Tories. 

Our Tory contemporaries are living in 
clover these days, and in every issue they 
gloat over the fact thata greater number 
of Liberal M. P’s have been unseated 
than Tory M, P's, They express no re 
ret over these occurances, they rather 
glory in them, thus showing that their 
uttreances are not actuated by a desire for 
* purity in elections or for a greater degree 

of public virtue, but by a hope for politi- 
cal advantage. 

it is true that a ,reater number of Lib- 
erals have so far been unseated than of 

| The explanation of this is easy 
enough, In the first place the Tories 
have been peculiarly fortunate in prelim 
Inary legal proceedings. In some nine 
or ten instances the petitions againstTory 
M, v's have been thrown out on some 
technicality in the proceedings, and were 
thus prevented from going to trial, Seven 
petitions were in this way disposel of at 
one time last week. Of course it is idle to 
argue this is an evidence that those elec- 
tions were purely conducted, ‘Taking the 
ratio of members unseated up to the pres- 
ent time it is safe to say that at least one 
halt those members would have been un 
seated had the cases gone to trial. So as 
an actual fact the trials make no worse a 
showing against the Liberals than against 
the Tories in proportion to the §number 
of cases actually tried. : 

Again more Liberals than Tories have 
been unseated because a greater number 
of Liberals were protested against, This 
fact is dueto the way in which the gazet- 
ting of members was conducted to the ad 
vantage of the Tory party. Thecascs of 
East and West Hastings well illustrate 
this, Mr. Corby’s election was gazetted 

* several days before Mr. Burdett’s. Short- 
ly before the time lapsed ‘when a_ protest 
could be entered a leading Belleville Tory 
went to the Liberal leaders here and sug- 

' gested that both the protests be dropped. 

Me pledged his word,and called on heaven 

as his witness, that if the proposed pro- 
} test against Mr, Corby was dropped, that 
against Mr. Burdett wouldbe dropped 
also. As election protests are costly and 
| uncertain affairs the Liberals consented 
tothis and the protest against Mr.€orby 
was dropped. Assoon as the time had 
passed when aprotest could be entered 
| against Mr, Coby, the Tories broke faith, 

violated their solemn pledges, and entered 

a protest against Mr. Burdett. That Mr. 

€orby could have easily been unseated the 

facts brought outat the last Assize Court 
here inthe Porter and Colby cases well 
show. But Tory falsityand violati n_ of 
promise have secured himhis seat while Mr 
Burdett’s election is protested, Doubtless 
this experience has been repeated in many 
Other constituencies and offers one good 

{ explanation of the reason why more Lib- 

‘eral elections were protested and more 
Liberals unseated than Tories. 


But as a matter of facc the proceedings 


of the election court do not indicate any 
great amount of corruption in either party. 
Everyone knows that the law is_ridicul- 
ously strict in this regard, so much so that 
amendments were passed at the last ses- 
sion of the House by unanimous consent 
to remove the present anamolies. Had 
the new law been in force the last three 
months probably there would not have 
been halfa dozen members unseated in 
the whole Dominion. Most of the mem- 
bers have been unseated for very trival 
reasons. One member's agen! hireda 
rig toconvey to the polls a man who 
otherwise could not havegone. For this 
the member was unseated. In another 
instance an agent asked a voter if hs 
would take five d Ilars to vote fora can- 
didate. The money was not paid, the 
man to whom it was offered said he regar- 
ed it as a joke, that he bad always voted 
the Liberal ‘ticket, that he intended 
doing so that time and _ that 
offer did not influence bis vote in the least. 
Yet for this the member was unseated. 
Another member was unseated beciuse 
an agent had, shortly before the election, 


financial straits, and afterwards asked the 
Tory to vote for the Liberal candidate. 
Nearly every election thathas been voided 
has ben on equally trivial grounds, and 
as a rule not more than one such corrupt 
act was proven. For anyone to say that such 
trivial offencesindicate any alarming degree 
of corruption is the veriest absurdity. It 
would be safe to aver that, except possibly 
in a fewconstituences where the majority of 
the dominant party is so great asto preclu’e 
all possibility of its defeat, there was not 
an election held in any constituency in 
Ganada, where they were not irregularities 
as serious as those for which two-thirds 
of the members have been unseated. It 
is not the member whose elec- 
tion was most free from corruption who 
has escaped being unseated, but the one 
who has been the most successful in cover- 
ing up his tracks and hiding his misdeeds. 
The manner in which the Tories of East 
Elgin conducted their campaign shows how 
Tories sometimes try to hide their corrupt 
acts. 

An idea as to which party conducted 
the purer contest can best be formed by 
noting the ameunt of money spent by each. 


It is known that $200,000 were subscribed | 


at [Montreal byTory manufacturers, con— 
tractors, etc, for use in Quebec alone, 


and Mr. Tarte asserts that he can prove | 


that the Toriesspent over $500,000 through- 
out the Dominion. Much of this must have 
been for corrupt purposes as one quarter 
of it could not have been required for legiti- 
mate expenses; nor does this include the 
amount subscr.bed in the various constitu- 
encies for local use. On the other hand 
the courts have established that the Lib- 
erals in Ontario spent only $14.000 for 
election purposcs in this Province. After 
the cost ot literature and 
other necessary legitimate 
expenses aretaken into account, anyone 
can see tha there would be nothing left 
for other purposes, and doubtless the 
amount spent in the other provinces was 
no greater in proportion to the population. 
But this is not all, Upfortunately the most 
prevalent and potent kind of bribery aad 
Corruption 1s of a character thac the courts 
cannot deal with. If an individual is brib- 
ed by a candidate or his friends a protest 
may void the election. But if a whole con- 
Stituency or any part of it is bribed in a 
wholesale way no punishment can be met- 
ed out. It was inthis way chiefly that 
the Tories bought their way into office. 
Everybody knows to what an unprecedent- 
ed extent this form of bribery was utilized 
by the Tories in the last elections Prom- 
ises of the most lavish character were 
made. The Trent Valley canal was to 
be built at once, harbor works were to be 
constructed at Cobourg, a post office was 
promised in this constituency, a railway 
subsidy in that, and thus in half of the con- 
stituencies in Canada large bribes were 
held out by the government, promises 
made that if carried out would necessitate 
an outlay of many millions of dollare, [pn 
addition to this the whole power of the 
C. P. R.was invoked, and this corporation 
by bribes and intimidation influenced 
thousands of yoters. In addition to this 
the government railways were usedte carry 
Tory voters free to the polls, and every |

31.—Dominion Analyst 
MacFarlaue has issued a bulletin of alcohol, 
having oxamined 680 samples, all from re 
tail dealers. He says liquors sold by retail 
fre not greatly adulterated and mostly by 
wator or non-deleterious matter, He found 
occasional traces of amyl-alcohol or fusil 
oil, but none of methyl-alcohol,
